This application has been rcvicw^xl in light oif the Office Action dated 
June 6, 2005. Chums 1-7 are pending. Favorable reconsideration is requested. 

Applicjinls note with appreciation the allowance ofClaims !-7. 

The Examiner has objected to Claims 1 -7 for supposedly h«ivjng improper 
chiim numbers. In particular, the Kxfunincr objects to Ibe use of brackets to delineate the 
claim numbers, because brackcis arc used to indicate Uio deletion ol tcxl in ;ui amcndnitsnl, 
undcr37C.l-.R.§ 1.121.'

As an initial matter. Applic;mts note that 37C.F.R. § 1J21 applies to the 
'^manner of making amendmenls in applications/' not ihe originally-filed spceirication. It 
is therefore respectfully submitted that application of this rule is inappropriate. 

Moreover, Applicants respectfully traverae this objection, because the use 
brackets around the clain> numbers arises from the U.S.P.T,0. electronic lilini!; software 
and is in fact proper (or elcclronicaUy-filed applications. This is the case for both the 
PAS AT authoring tool, which has been in use for several yctxvs. and the new EFS-ABX 
tool. For the Examiner's convenience. Applicants present the Ibllowing excerpts from the 
U.S.lVr.O. document entitled: "Electronic Filing System HFS-ABX User Guide Fall 2004" 
relating to the use of brackets around claim lumibers. This document may be found at:

numbering of the claims to be maintained throughout prosecution. This rule does not 
mention the use of brackets, so Applicants assume that the Examiner intended to cite '^7 
C.F.R. § 1.121.

The 
section headings {t»tle of invention, description, what Is claimed is, and 
abstract) are provided as a visual aid for navigalion. These headings fndicdie the 
boundaries of sections in the document. The text In these headings will be provided 
in the finni document. Do not attempt to edit the section heading text as this will 
result in an error bohg generated when saving the document or exporting the 
document. 

The bracketed paragraph and claim numbers will be shown in the final 
document, as they will reflect the paragraph and claim numbering. To provide 
subsection headings in the description section, use the Insert Heading option from 
the DESCRIPTION menu.
